canned milk seems an extravagant ex- 
penditure, but when fresh milk is net 
obtainable, as it is not in many place?

Fish Chowder.—Salt water flsh, or 


salt fish freshened, or any freshwater 
fish makes delicious chowder. Who;), 
using fresh flsh, clean and remove the

two-inch pieces. Cut« fourth o£ a cup 
of. salt pork in small dice and -cook 
until the fat is extracted; add a small 
onion, chopped fine, and .cook until 
yellow.
